They chnrge that his 
"evidence" is merely the end- 
lessly repeated assertion lltat 
cures have been achieved in 
''270 cases" - unsupported by 
documentaiion that these indi> 
viduals were ever really sick in 
the Arst place or ever achieved 
cure under dianetic processing. 

Although these faults ap- 
pear overwhelming to men who 
have spent their lives iii the 
scientific disciplines, they carry 
little weight with Hubbard's 
growing legions. For dianetics 
apparently brings them tome* 
tbii>g that conventional psy* 
chiatry has failed to offer them. 

Condemn it as ob$cvffe< ver- 
bose, unscientific; the fact re- 
tntaiiu thai Wae jnditi^duais 
find in dianeties a way to bring 
oitto a cmscims level some of 
the tsoubles and fears and idio- 
f yncracies most of us hold deep- 
ly buried within ourselves. 
Some persons, whether they are 
cured of anything at »U or not.

It im mdirect and frightening attack upon the Constitutional right#^

Without toy prior warning, or oppartunity for officials of thm^'-y-'-'^ 
Church to appear in Court for a hearing, a large force of United 
States Marshals entered Church premises and seized property and 
pamphlets used in the religious work of the Churcfa.^^ - 

There is no criticism of the Court which issued the seizure war- 
rant, because it is not apparent from the warrant that the Court was 
advised by the government department that the premises and property 
of a chtttch Were to be entered and seized. Nor. is it clear that the 
United States Attorney's office was advised by the Department officials
